Quit(-  a  mniilVM-  of  fldwint;-  sprinjjs  of  li>>st  hcalth-yivinfr  water  are  found  on  Crowley's  Rid<je,  pure

Francis  Pivrr.  m  ^i  h  ich 
steamers  transport  the  con  n  eri'P  for  a  limited  territory,  and  in  vhich  is  captured  the  grreatest  quantity 
of  frame  fish  of  any  stream  of  its  size  in  the  country,  thus  afordinij  tl  e  sportsn  an  a  lecreaticn  not  to  be 
found  elsewhere  A  Fisline-  Club,  con  pcsed  of  Pt.  louis  parties,  have  erected  a  n  apnif  cent  Club 

House  at  the  crossino-  of  the  Parao-ould-Poutheastern  R.  P.,  on  said  river,  and  they  not  unfrequently  cap- 
ture and  shi])  from  that  point' ten  barrels  of  fish  in  a  sinu-le  day  Near  the  northeast  corner  of  Greene 
county  is  Bagwell's  Lake,  from  which  large  quantities  of  fine  game  fish  are  captured,  and  by  placing  a 
few  steam  yachts  thereon  it  could  be  made  a  pleasure  resort  of  high  order.
